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PRESIDENTS'  LETTERS 


This  year  New  England  experienced  one  of  the  coldest, 
snowiest  winters  in  recorded  weather  history.  With  this 
season  came  tragedy.  We  lost  a  beloved  friend,  colleague,  and 
mentor  in  Dr.  Jack  Asarkof's  untimely  death.  He  had  been  part  of 
so  many  for  so  long.  His  connection  with  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  began  as  a  student  in  1930.  Among  Jack's 
classmates  were  Richard  Baker,  G.  Edward  Bradley,  and  Joseph 
Montminy,  all  of  whom  would  serve  as  either  President  or 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Another  notable  member  of 
the  class  of  1932  (the  course  of  study  was  then  two  years)  is  Foster 
Namias  who  would  join  the  faculty  the  following  year  and  serve 
generations  of  students  for  50  years.  Jack  Asarkof  would  join  the 
faculty  a  short  time  later  and  be  an  active  member  of  the  College's 
faculty  for  almost  60  years. 

The  class  of  1932  was  a  remarkable  group,  but  it  should  not  be 
viewed  as  an  exception  as  much  as  a  symbol  of  all  who  have  come 
before  us.  Over  the  century,  each  graduating  class  has  contained 
men  and  women  who  have  served  the  profession  and  the  College 
with  distinction.  The  depth  of  contribution  varies,  collectively  it  is 
enormous.  It  is  hard  to  estimate  how  many  individuals  per  class 
have  made  contributions  that  have  forever  changed  our  profession 
and  provided  benefit  to  our  well  being.  Several,  five,  or  ten 
outstanding  individuals  per  class  wouldn't  strain  credibility. 
Multiply  that  number  by  100  years  and  the  figure  grows  to  a  small 
army  of  optometric  leaders.  But  the  numbers  are  not  as  important 
as  the  people;  their  ideas  and  vision  for  our  futures  —  not  theirs  as 
much  as  ours.  For  indeed  true  leaders  without  exception  touch  the 
lives  of  those  they  know  well,  and  those  they  do  not  know  at  all. 

A  life  service  is  often  regarded  as  one  marked  by  sacrifice,  but  I 
would  rather  believe  that  it  brings  rich  rewards.  A  quote  by  Edwin 
Markham  seems  particularly  appropriate:  "There  is  a  destiny  that 
makes  us  brothers  —  none  goes  his  way  alone,  all  that  we  send 
into  the  lives  of  others  come  back  into  our  own."  By  this  equation, 
Jack  Asarkof  was  a  wealthy  man.  So  it  was  with  Jack,  so  it  will  be 
with  the  generations  to  come.  We  stand  upon  the  work  of  others 
and  peer  into  the  future,  and  realize  that  we  must  prepare 
diligently  for  the  next  100  years  so  that  those  who  follow  will  have 
a  vantage  point  better  than  ours.

.  y  now,  you've  all  heard  of  the  untimely  and  tragic  death  of 
.one  of  our  own,  Dr.  John  "Jack"  Asarkof.  Typical  of  Jack,  at 
81  years  young,  at  the  height  of  the  most  miserable  winter  in 
history,  he  awaited  the  clearing  of  his  driveway  so  that  he  could  do 
what  he  enjoyed  most,  see  patients  and  work  with  students  and 
residents  of  optometry.  His  death  gives  us  a  chance  to  look  back 
over  the  last  hundred  years  of  the  College  and  think  about  its  many 
heroes  and  guarantors. 

No  one  person  could  have  brought  NEWENCO  to  its  centen- 
nial birthday  alone.  Each  of  us  has  made  our  contribution  to 
NEWENCO  and  the  profession  of  optometry.  My  goal  is  to  high- 
light by  name  and  deed  some  of  those  who  come  to  mind  as  you  take 
a  moment  remembering  Jack  and  other  giants,  past  and  present. 

In  the  beginning.. .of  course  there  was  Dr.  August  Klein  who 
saw  the  need  for  a  profession  later  to  be  called  optometry.  He  was 
followed  by  Ralph  Green  who  brought  us  into  the  modern  era. 
During  the  financial  struggles  were  Drs.  Saval  and  Hochstadt,  often 
covering  the  hard  times  with  personal  capital  and  a  handshake. 
Then  there  were  the  academic  pioneers  such  as  the  Bear  named 
Namias  and  Drs.  Lappin,  Carter,  "Raj",  White,  Garston,  Scott(s) 
and  Fisch  and  Uncle  Frank.  Uncle  Hy  continues  to  wear  many  hats, 
from  the  birth  of  a  student  as  Dean  of  Admissions,  through  their 
student  life  as  Dean  of  Students  and  following  them  as  professionals 
through  the  job  placement  office  and  Office  of  Alumni  Affairs.  And 
who  of  our  fellow  alumni  have  made  their  mark  on  the  profession 
and  the  world?  Names  like  G.  Burtt  Holmes,  David  Smith,  and  Ron 
Ferrucci  appear  on  the  lists  of  many  regional  and  national 
organizations.  Academia  has  benefitted  from  our  list  of  Deans  at 
other  institutions  with  Dr.  Greenberg,  Dr.  Dell,  and  Dr.  Cyert  to 
name  a  few.  The  multitude  of  other  educators  throughout  the  world 
would  fill  this  column  alone. 

The  new  physical  plant  is  wonderful.  The  academic,  clinical, 
and  research  programs  continue  to  grow  at  breathtaking  speed. 
New  technology,  alternative  teaching  methods,  and  state  of  the  art 
bio-medical  laboratories  can  be  seen  throughout  the  building.  The 
alumni  are  the  future  of  NEWENCO.  The  College  could  not  thrive 
without  the  support  of  our  3,000  practicing  graduates.  Each  of  us 
has  a  self  defined  role  and  contribution  to  make.  The  diversity  and 
individual  character  of  each  speaks  tribute  to  the  many  and  varied 
accomplishments  to  date. 

I  do  want  to  come  back  to  Jack.  There  is  an  old  Yiddish  saying 
that  roughly  translates  to  "To  know  him  is  to  be  a  blessing".  Yes, 
optometry,  the  College,  his  patients  and  friends  were  truly  blessed 
to  know  Jack.  Good  bye.  We  love  you,  Jack.

The  College  is  pleased  to  announce  that  Dr.  H.  Ted 
Woodcome  is  now  the  new  Chief  of  Primary  Care  at  the 
New  England  Eye  Institute.  Dr.  Woodcome  is  currently 
working  on  a  part-time  basis  and  will  become  full-time  in 
June.  He  will  have  the  academic  rank  of  Associate 
Professor. 

Dr.  Woodcome  is  no  stranger  to  NEWENCO,  having 
previously  been  on  the  College  faculty  from  1978-1985.  In 
1985  Dr.  Woodcome  was  appointed  the  Chief  of  Eye 


Services  of  Group  Health  in  Rochester,  New  York.  In  this 
position,  Dr.  Woodcome  was  responsible  for  the  overall 
quality  of  eye  care  for  50,000  patients  at  four  health 
centers,  supervising  43  optometrists,  ophthalmologists, 
office  personnel,  as  well  as  the  Eye  Services  budget. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  that  Dr.  Woodcome  will  join 
Dr.  Cavallerano  as  part  of  the  new  leadership  team  at 
NEEI.  They  have  been  friends  for  many  years  and  will 
work  effectively  together  to  achieve  our  goals  of  excellence 
in  optometric  patient  care  and  education.

Descriptive  Video  Service 
receives  Apollo  Award

ominated  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Optometrists,  the  American  Optometric  Associa- 
tion's Apollo  Award  has  been  awarded  to  Descrip- 
tive Video  Service,  a  program  of  television  enhancement 
for  blind  and  visually  impaired  viewers.  DVS  is  produced 
nationally  by  public  television  station  WGBH  in  Boston. 
The  nomination  was  made  under  the  guidance  and 
direction  of  Dr.  Arnold  Katz  ('50),  who  has  been  working 
with  DVS  for  several  years  and  is  the  only  eye  care 
provider  on  the  National  Advisory  Board. 

The  Apollo  Award  is  the  highest  award  presented  to 
the  general  public  by  the  American  Optometric  Associa- 
tion. It  honors  persons  or  organizations  for  distinguished 
service  to  the  visual  welfare  of  the  public.  The  award  will 
be  presented  to  DVS  in  June  at  the  AOA  Annual  Meeting 
in  Minneapolis. 

Descriptive  Video  Service  is  a  free  service  carried  by 
public  broadcasting  to  make  television  accessible  to  people 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired.  DVS  provides  narrated 
descriptions  of  the  program's  key  elements  without  inter- 
fering with  the  program  audio  or  dialogue.  The  narration 
describes  visual  elements  such  as  action,  settings,  scene 
changes,  and  body  language.  DVS  was  launched  nationally 
in  1990  by  the  WGBH  Educational  Foundation. 

To  receive  DVS,  a  viewer  must  have  either  a  stereo  TV 
or  a  stereo  VCR  that  includes  the  Second  Audio  Program 
(SAP)  channel.  SAP  is  a  standard  feature  on  most  new  stereo 
televisions  and  video-cassette  recorders.  A  viewer  must  also 
live  within  range  of  a  PBS  station  that  carries  DVS.  At  this 
time,  about  100  PBS  stations  nationally  are  equipped  to 
offer  DVS  to  viewers.  DVS  is  available  on  many  popular 
PBS  series,  including  American  Playhouse,  Masterpiece 
Theater,  Mystery!,  The  American  Experience,  Nature,  and 
Wild  America.  Described  motion  pictures  and  popular 
television  programs  on  videocassette  are  available  for  direct 
mail  purchase  from  the  DVS  Home  Video  catalogue. 

In  a  recent  research  study  conducted  by  Dr.  Katz  and 
sponsored  by  NEWENCO,  Dr.  Katz  found  that  the 
comprehension  of  television  by  visually-impaired  viewers 
increased  up  to  40%  when  DVS  was  utilized.  In  addition, 
viewer  enjoyment  of  DVS  enhanced  television  increased 
45%. 

Particularly  with  the  recent  passage  of  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act,  the  American  Optometric 
Association  has  recognized  the  contribution  of  Descriptive 
Video  Service  to  the  estimated  15  million  Americans  who 
are  visually  impaired.  NEWENCO  and  MSO  should  take 
pride  in  their  linkage  with  Descriptive  Video  Service. 
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American  Academy  of  Optometry

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The  College  extends 
International  Programs 
into  South  Africa 

On  March  2,  1994  faculty  members  Bina  Patel,  O.D., 
and  Gerald  Selvin,  O.D.,  departed  for  Johannesburg, 
South  Africa.  Their  departure  signified  the  beginning 
of  an  educational  partnership  between  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  and  the  South  African  Optometric 
Association. 

In  December  1993  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  and  the  South  African  Optometric  Association 
(SAO A)  entered  into  an  agreement  under  which  the  College 
will  deliver  a  230  hour  Certificate  of  Advanced  Studies 
(CAS)  in  the  "Diagnosis,  Treatment,  and  Management  of 
Ocular  Disease."  Through  this  program,  six  courses  (20 
credits)  from  the  College's  Department  of  Biological 


and  therapeutic  agents.  With  the  relatively  large  numbers  of 
optometrists  and  the  recent  expansion  of  optometry 
programs  in  the  universities,  the  Country's  greatest  hope  of 
providing  all  of  South  Africa  with  access  to  primary  eye 
care  rests  with  optometry. 

Approximately  200  of  South  Africa's  1,000 
practitioners  have  signed  up  for  the  course.  While  many  of 
the  lectures  will  be  presented  in  Johannesburg,  a  portion  of 
the  lectures  and  the  laboratories  will  be  delivered  in 
Durban- Westville,  Capetown,  and  Pieterburg. 

The  concept  of  delivering  a  program  in  South  Africa 
was  the  brain  child  of  Dr.  Trevor  Davies.  Dr.  Davies,  a 
1993  graduate  of  the  College's  Advanced  Standing 
International  Program,  returned  to  South  Africa  last 
summer  and  is  assisting  the  College  in  making  all  the 
necessary  arrangements. 

The  final  arrangements  for  the  CAS  program  occurred 
when  Dr.  David  A.  Heath,  Associate  Dean  of  Academic 
Affairs  and  Program  Development,  traveled  to  South  Africa 


Sciences'  disease  tract  will  be  delivered  to  optometrists  in 
South  Africa. 

With  the  rejection  of  Apartheid  and  the  transition  into 
what  will  be  a  government  led  by  the  African  National 
Congress  (ANC),  the  expectations  for  the  progress  in 
supplying  basic  human  needs  are  high.  These  needs  include 
housing,  health  care,  and  education.  The  eye  care  needs  of 
the  population  are  currently  served  by  approximately  1,000 
optometrists  (non-DPA/TPA)  and  170  ophthalmologists. 
With  a  population  of  37  million,  there  is  a  vast  percentage 
of  people  who  have  no  access  to,  or  cannot  afford,  primary 
eye  care  services. 

Through  SAOA,  political  efforts,  and  the  offering  of 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry's  CAS  program, 
hopes  are  high  that  the  scope  of  optometric  practice  in 
South  Africa  can  be  rapidly  expanded  to  include  diagnostic 


this  past  November.  During  his  visit,  Dr.  Heath  met  with 
officials  of  the  SAOA,  working  heavily  with  Mr.  Stef  Kriel, 
Immediate  Past  President  of  the  SAOA  and  Dr.  Davies. 

During  his  stay,  Dr.  Heath  also  met  with  Mr.  Mo 
Shaik  of  the  University  of  Durban-Westville,  Mr.  Jannie 
Ferreira  of  Rands- Afrikaans  University,  and  Mr.  Chris 
Joubert  of  the  University  of  the  North.  Each  of  these 
educational  leaders  has  extended  full  cooperation  and  the 
use  of  facilities  for  laboratory  training.  With  an  eye  to  the 
future,  the  program's  calendar  was  arranged  to  permit  the 
full  participation  of  University  faculty.  Additional  efforts 
were  made  to  enroll  those  optometrists  providing  care  to 
under-served  populations. 

The  implementation  of  the  CAS  program  is  being 
coordinated  by  Dr.  Bina  Patel  through  the  College's  Center 
for  the  International  Advancement  of  Optometry.

In  Memoriam 

Members  of  The  New 
College  of  Optometry  and 
colleagues  throughout  the 
country  were  deeply  saddened 
to  learn  of  the  untimely 
passing  of  Dr.  John  E. 
Asarkof,  who  was  killed  in  a 
vehicular  accident  near  his 
home  on  February  9,  1994. 

Dr.  Asarkof  was  a  pillar 
of  the  optometric  profession 
in  Massachusetts.  A  graduate 
of  the  Massachusetts  College 
of  Optometry,  class  of  1932, 
Dr.  Asarkof  became  a 
renowned  pioneer  in  the  field 
of  low  vision  and  vision  rehabilitation.  He  has  been  a  vital 
member  of  the  College  community  for  many  years.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College,  and  served 
as  Board  secretary  for  several  terms.  Dr.  Asarkof  was  a  well- 
loved  Professor  at  the  New  England  Eye  Institute  teaching 
low  vision  to  generations  of  optometrists.  He  also  held 
appointments  at  the  Veterans  Administration  Medical 


Centers  in  West  Roxbury  and  Brockton,  and  earned  the 
distinction  of  Professor  Emeritus  at  the  Boston  University 
Medical  Center's  Gunderson  Eye  Clinic.  Notwithstanding  his 
many  professional  roles,  Dr.  Asarkof  maintained  a  private 
practice  for  decades  in  Newton,  Massachusetts. 

Dr.  Asarkof  was  also  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Academy 
of  Optometry,  a  life  member  of  both  the  Massachusetts 
Society  of  Optometrists  and  the  New  England  Council  of 
Optometrists,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Massachusetts 
Society  to  Prevent  Blindness,  which  recently  honored  him 
with  the  Man  of  Vision  Award,  the  Boston  Aid  to  the  Blind, 
the  Vision  Foundation  and  the  Human  Rights  Committee  of 
the  Massachusetts  Association  for  the  Blind.

Case  Report 


Subjective:  A  27  year  old  female  1994  graduate  of 
NEWENCO  has  several  headaches  occurring  after 
reading  the  classified  ads  in  the  Boston  Globe.  These 
headaches  occur  about  3  times  a  week  and  are  not  relieved 
by  aspirin  or  ibuprofen.  Pain  is  felt  mostly  in  the  neck  and 
above  the  brow.  Other  complaints  involve  feelings  of 
anxiety,  distress,  nervousness,  and  confusion  occluding 
more  frequently  as  graduation  approaches.  Even  extreme 
anxiety  is  felt  when  she  thinks  about  her  $97,000  student 
loan  debt. 

Objective:  VA  20/100  at  Distance  OU 
20/20  at  Near  OU 

Confrontation  Fields:  restricted  in  all  quadrants  OU 

Tangent  Screen:  Hysterical  Field  OU 

Biomicroscopy:  Lids  are  swollen  and  discolored 

Bulbar  Conjunctiva  is  moderately  injected 
All  other  findings  unremarkable 

Assessment:  All  findings  appear  to  be  consistent  with  a 
highly  anxious  new  graduate  who  is  concerned  about  the 
future.  She  appears  to  be  short-sighted  and  cannot  look 
beyond  her  indebtedness  and  upcoming  unemployment. 
She  is  further  concerned  about  the  area  of  the  country  in 
which  to  begin  her  job  search  for  a  full-time  position.  She 
is  also  unsure  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the 
different  states  and  their  respective  TPA  laws.  She  is  a 
highly  qualified  student/graduate  who  would  be  an  asset 
to  any  practice. 

Plan:  To  contact  NEWENCO  alumni  and  ask  for  informa- 
tion regarding  the  different  modes  of  practice — private, 
HMO,  corporate,  partnerships,  etc.  Knowing  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  these  different  modes  of  practice 
would  be  very  helpful.  Additionally,  knowing  about 
different  parts  of  the  country  and  their  lifestyles  would  be 
beneficial.  If  alumni  provided  information  regarding  job 
openings  in  their  practices  or  the  practices  of  colleagues, 
then  upcoming  optometrists  would  have  leads  to  follow. 
Once  job  information  is  received,  the  distressed  graduate 
will  be  notified.

,elow  are  the  results  of  a  job  placement  survey  from 
.1991-93  graduates.  Of  the  299  surveys  sent  out,  103 
'were  returned  (28%  from  1991,  37%  from  1992  and 
35%  from  1993).  Keep  in  mind  that  the  following 
statistics  include  only  34%  of  the  survey  population. 


Of  the  103  surveys  returned,  44  were  located  in  New 
England,  25  in  New  York  or  New  Jersey,  and  27  in  17 
other  states.  Four  were  located  in  Canada,  and  one  was 
serving  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force.  Seventeen  of  the  respondents 
indicated  that  they  were  working  in  more  than  one  office, 
and  2  individuals  were  not  working  in  the  same  capacity 
as  an  optometrist. 

Forty-one  percent  of  all  respondents  were  working  in 
a  private  practice;  23%  were  in  group  practice;  21%  were 
in  the  commercial  setting;  5%  were  in  a  military  setting, 
5%  were  practicing  in  an  alternative  setting  (hospital, 
nursing  home,  school  clinic);  3%  were  completing 
residencies  or  fellowships.  The  good  news  is  that  83%  of 
those  surveyed  envisioned  working  in  the  type  of  practice 
that  they  are  currently  in.  Independent  of  the  type  of 
practice,  37%  of  the  respondents  had  direct  interaction 
with  an  ophthalmologist. 

Only  43%  indicated  that  they  used  the  Placement 
Book  in  their  job  search.  The  reasons  were  varied;  some 
already  had  jobs,  while  others  felt  that  the  book  did  not 
have  current  listings  in  the  state  they  were  interested  in. 
Therefore  the  Placement  Book  is  now  being  revised.  All 
listings  are  checked  for  availability,  new  listings  are  added 
daily,  and  listings  from  State  Associations  are  included 
wherever  possible.

VOSH  travels  to  Mexico 

VOSH  has  recently  completed  another  successful 
mission  to  Quintana  Roo,  Mexico.  Twenty 
NEWENCO  students,  three  optometrists,  and  two 
ancillary  personnel  participated  in  the  mission  that  went 
from  November  30  -  December  11,  1993.  The 
participating  optometrists  were  Dr.  Lee  Lerner 
(Waltham),  Dr.  Harry  Zeltzer  (Ipswich),  and 
Dr.  David  Saliba  (Atlanta).  The  total  number 
of  patients  examined  exceeded  2,200  and  more 
than  3,500  pairs  of  glasses  were  dispensed. 
Currently,  VOSH  is  expanding  its  Eye 
Care  for  the  Homeless  Program  at  the  Pine 
Street  Inn.  Now  volunteers  will  be  examining 
homeless  men  and  women  two  Saturdays  a 
month.  To  help  VOSH's  cause,  Marien  Optical 
donated  8,123  new  frames.  VOSH  is  currently 
distributing  these  frames  to  clinics  in  the 
Boston  area  for  low  income  patients  and 
families.

Student  Admission  Update 

The  Admissions  Committee  reports  a  25% 
increase  in  applications  since  February  1994 
over  last  year's  totals.  The  number  of 
interviews,  acceptances,  and  deposits  received 
are  also  higher  than  the  1993-94  admission 
cycle.  The  College  expects  to  top  550  applica- 
tions during  the  current  admission  year  and 
matriculate  a  total  of  100  students  in  the  first- 
year  class  of  1994.

Alumni  Views  of  Optometry 

In  a  recent  survey,  alumni  were  asked  how  they  thought 
the  profession  had  changed  since  graduation.  Alumni 
responses  ranged  from  the  class  of  1924  through  the 
class  of  1993.  The  most  common  response  by  far 
concerned  the  changes  alumni  have  seen  in  the  scope  of 
practice  of  optometry.  Most  stated  that  they  are  impressed 
with  the  profession  developing  into  a  primary  health  care 
profession  and  the  advent  of  TPAs.  Most  respondents  were 
excited  about  and  were  highly  favorable  toward  the 
changes,  especially  toward  the  future  use  of  lasers  in  their 
practices.  Yet,  a  few  lamented  the  relative  loss  of  emphasis 
on  refraction,  eyeglasses,  and  functional  vision,  the 
profession's  historic  foundation. 

Many  expressed  concerns  about  the  growth  in  the 
number  of  commercial  practices  and  the  large  number  of 
optometrists  now  working  next  to  optical  chains.  Two 
alumni  linked  it  to  a  return  to  the  old  days  when 
optometrists  practiced  in  jewelry  stores. 

Some  discussed  the  growth  of  HMO's  and  other 
managed  eye  care  environments.  While  many  alumni  work 
in  such  settings,  others  are  concerned  about  the  negative 
effects  such  organizations  may  have  on  the  viability  of 
independent  private  practices.  Seven  surveys  included 
remarks  on  the  impending  changes  in  health  care  policy  on 
the  national  level.  Although  some  alumni  expressed 
anxiety,  most  were  upbeat  about  optometry's  role  in  the 
future  health  care  system  of  this  country.

Dr.  Irving  Fradkin's  ('43)  Reply 

In  response  to  our  Autumn 
questionnaire  about  community 
volunteer  work,  Irving  Fradkin 
'43  called  to  say  he  didn't  think  his 
response  would  fit  on  the  form, 
and  would  rather  comment  in 
person.  He  and  his  wife  Charlotte 
drove  from  Fall  River  and 
presented  a  copy  of  his  new  auto- 
biography Dollars  for  Scholars  to 
President  Larry  Clausen. 
In  1961,  Dr.  Fradkin 
established  the  Citizens'  Scholarship  Foundation  of 
America  (CSFA),  parent  of  the  Dollars  for  Scholars 
program,  founded  in  1958.  Today,  CSFA  has  distributed 
over  $210  million  in  a  unique  "recycling"  plan: 


scholarship  recipients  are  asked  to  repay  what  they  can  in 
order  to  assist  others  and  to  reinforce  the  concept  of  giving 
back. 

After  50  years  of  private  practice,  Dr.  Fradkin  is  semi- 
retired  from  optometry;  but  he  remains  vigorously 
involved  in  his  guiding  principles:  living  in  this  country, 
giving  of  oneself,  and  the  future  of  young  people.  Excerpts 
of  our  conversation  follow: 

w 

After  terrible  hardships,  my  parents  came  to  this 
country  with  nothing  and  made  a  better  life  for  their 
children.  The  whole  dream  of  democracy  is  for 
people  to  give  something  back. 

At  the  age  of  IS,  1  got  my  first  pair  of  glasses.  It 
opened  up  a  new  world  for  me.  I  could  see!  I  said, 
"Boy!  This  is  what  I  want  to  do  for  somebody  else." 
And  from  then  on,  I  wanted  to  be  an  optometrist. 

I  am  now  instituting  a  scholarship  program  for 
children  beginning  in  the  fourth  grade.  Money  would 
be  set  aside  for  them  until  they  graduate.  By  then,  we 
will  have  had  eight  years  to  motivate  and  inspire 
them  to  be  more  caring  and  responsible,  and  proud 
to  be  Americans. 

It's  up  to  people  like  you  and  me  on  the  local  level  to 
help  kids.  When  they  see  people  in  their  own 
community  doing  something  for  them  and  for  others, 
it  rubs  off.  You  can  make  a  difference  in  your  oivn 
community.  It's  not  always  easy;  you  don't  always 
get  a  pat  on  the  back.  You  help  others  because  you 
believe  in  it.  If  you  believe,  nothing  is  impossible.

You  never  know  whom  you  might  be  helping, 
especially  with  scholarships.  While  in  the  hospital 
after  a  heart  attack,  a  young  nurse  told  me,  "Through 
the  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  and  yourself,  I 
became  a  nurse,  and  now  I  can  help  you. "
